21 FOREIGN WARSHIPS 
GATHER AT HANKOW 


Chinese Exceeded Authoriza- 
tion of Envoys in Embassy 
Raid, It Is Asserted. 


Shanghai, China, April 7 (By A. P.). 
Police, assisted by white Russian vol- 
unteers, late today surrounded the 
soviet consulate in the international 
settlement, with orders to prevent any 
one from entering or leaving the prem- 
ises. 

No reason for this action was given, 
but it was stated that there was no 
present intention to raid the consul- 
ate. 

Among the visitors whom the police 
held up was the Chinese commissioner 
of foreign affairs, who was informed 
that he would not be allowed to enter 
unless he consented to be searched. 
The commissioner refused to permit 
this and left. 

The possibility of the removal of the 
soviet embassy at Peking to Hankow, 
the seat of the Cantonese, or nation- 
alist government, was suggested today 
by Wilhelm F. Linde, soviet consul 
here, as a result of yesterday’s raid by 
northern soldiers on buildings attached 
to the Russian embassy. 

May Move Soviet Embassy. 

Mr. Linde said that such a removal 
was not impossible in discussing the 
incident with newspaper men after he 
had called on the Norwegian consul 
| general, dean of the diplomatic corps 
in Shanghai, to announce that he 
would hold the consular body respon- 
sible if the soviet consulate here were 
raided also. Rumors have been in cir- 
culation that such a raid was contem- 
plated. The soviet consul general also 
declared that if the Peking raid were 
carried out with the approval of the 
diplomatic corps, it would set a prece- 
dent that would endanger the founda- 
tion of diplomatic prerogatives. In this 


that permission for the entry of the 
Chinese troops and police into the 
legation grounds at Peking had been 
granted solely by the dean of the dip- 
lomatic corps and not from all the 
mem bers. 

While interest continued to center 
here on the international possibilities 
| of the Peking raid, in so far as it may 
| cause serious repercussions in Moscow, 
foreigners in various sections of China 
are steadily evacuating the areas where 
antiforeign agitation has been spread- 
ing. 
| ‘Hankow, scene of a growing tense- 
/ness, was the center of riotous anti- 
foreign outbreaks over last week-end, 
resulting in further plans for a rapid 
departure of the comparatively few re- 
maining foreigners. “Situation grow- 
ing worse steadily,” was a wireless mes- 
sage received from there today. 

Lawlessness Increasing. 

With lawlessness in the city appar- 
ently increasing, the commander of the 
United States Yangtze river patrol is 
urging Americans still in the city to 
leave as soon as possible. Japanese are 
leaving the city in increasing num- 
bers, while Germans and Russian na- 
tionals are preparing to leave soon.

New York, April 7 (By A. P.).—Tele- 
vision, a scientists’ dream ever since 
the telephone was invented half a 
century ago, became an actuality to- 
day when Secretary of Commerce Her- 
bert Hoover spoke over the telephone 


as heard in the Bell Telephone Labora- 
tories here. 

Not only were Secretary Hoover and 
a score of others in Washington seen 
in New York by telephone wire, but 
a radio program was broadcast over 
the laboratories experimental station, 
3XN, at Whippany, N. J., and moving 
likenesses of the performers as well as 
the sound of their voices were put on 
the air and transferred to a screen in 
this city. Officials of the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. announced 
that today’s demonstration marked the 
results of years of research and ex- 
perimentation and that study would 
be continued with the purpose of im- 
proving television to a higher state of 
efficiency. 

They acknowledge that at present 
the seeming miracle of seeing by wire

POLICE SEEK SWINDLERS 


“Oh, those ditty fakers.” 

Nathan Lewis, a tailor, 506 Eleventh 
street southeast, thus upbraided 
three confidence men yesterday after 
they had cleverly tricked him of $1,080, 
his life savings, by selling him a box 
of “gold.” The swindle was a sequel 
to the old “gold brick game.” 

One of the men, who said he came 
from Baltimore, visited Lewis in his 
bghog-"Wediiesday, making inquiries 
about a shop next door, which he said 
he intended. to rent as a radio supply 
store. In a lengthy conversation the 
trickster gained Lewis’ confidence. 

Shortly after noon yesterday the other 


saying they were seeking the “Balti- 
morean” to sell him a box of gold. The 
two represented themselves as a miner 
and a chemist from Arizona. The other 
trickster appeared and the box of shiny 
gold circlets was opened. 

The “chemist” produced an alcohol 
lamp and tested the gold, saying it 
was worth $4,000. The “miner” agreed 
to sell it for that price to the “man 
from Baltimore,” who requested Lewis 
to purchase a part of the “gold.” The 
tailor agreed and hurried to a nearby 
bank, withdrawing his life savings. 
Upon his return he was handed the 
box as security while the other three 
left to obtain the remainder of the 
$4,000. 

After waiting 20 minutes he tele- 
phoned his brother in Baltimore, who 
told him he had been tricked. He 
frantically called the police. Detective 
Dick Mansfield, of the central office, 
responded. He opened the box and 
found the “gold” to be a number of 
small circlets, about the size of a 5-cent 
piece, which are used as inner stoppers 
on ketchup and soft drink bottles. 
Mansfield said he would have. the 
circlets analyzed and-if they were found 
to contain a part of gold no criminal 
action could be taken as Lewis had 
bought them for gold. The detective 
and the victim went to Bowie race track 
to search for the three young swin- 
dlers. 

Lewis said he had known the “Balti- 
morean” for a day and the other two 
for but 20 minutes. Although he ap- 
peared calm at police headquarters, he 
said, “Every time I think of it I get 
sick.”

Phoenix, Ariz., April 7 (By the A, P.). 
John Thomason, 17, of Phoenix, a boat 
tender at Canyon lake, Ariz., late to- 
day signed a statement admitting he 
was responsible for setting fire to Com- 
mander Francesco de Pinedo’s seaplane, 
the Santa Maria, at Roosevelt lake yes- 
terday. 

The youth said he was the one who 
threw the lighted match on the oil- 
coated waters of the lake near the 
plane, which resulted in the destruc- 
t! . of the ship. 

“It was an accident,” he said. 
am sorry.” 

Canyon lake is a few miles below 
Roosevelt lake and is used for storing 
irrigation water. 

The statement was obtained after a 
reporter for the Arizona Republican, 
who was at Roosevelt dam, had ques- 
tioned Thomason and had him sign the 
written statement in the presence of 
Commander de Pinedo, Roland A. Still, 
manager of Apache lodge, and John W. 
Hughes. 

Didn’t Think It Would Burn. 

The statement reads: 

“We went up to the airship on Rpose- 
velt lake on Wednesday morning after 
it landed, in a rowboat with an out- 
board motor, belonging to Ed. Smith. I 
was accompanied by Jack Williams, of 
Phoenix, and Albert Evans, of Phoenix. 
We helped tow the ship (the Santa 
Maria) across the lake to Apache lodge. 

“We were all in the boat after it had 
been refueled, when it was ready to 
leave. Col. Pinedo was shaking hands 
with Roland Still, saying goodbye, when 
I lit a cigarette and threw the match 
into the water. There was an imme- 
diate flash and the flames started from 
the water to the boat. I knew there 
was gasoline on the water, but did not 
think it would burn. I am certainly 
sorry that it happened. 

“We did all that we could do to help 
s.ve the ship.” 

The boy who threw the match into 
the water, bringing to a ha’t Com- 
mander De Pinedo’s air tour ~ ‘our 
continents, had been sought since yes- 
terday. 

Commander De Pinedo said that he 
would forward the original signed 
statement to Premier Mussolini which 
he hopes will allay the fears c_ his 
countrymen that. the Santa Mr was 
destroyed as the result of an antifascist 
plot. De Pinedo said “I am sure that it 
was an accident, a result of the boy’s 
carelessness.” 

Second Plane Being Shipped. 

Milan, Italy, April 7 (By A. P.).—The 
Italian hydroairplane which will be 
sent to the United States to replace 
the Santa Maria of Commander Fran- 
cesco de Pinedo will be shipped aboard 
the steamship Duilio, which leaves for 
New York on April 20, it was announced 
here. 

Undersecretary Balbo, of the minis- 
try of aviation, arrived here tonight bys 
airplane from Rome, proceeding imme- 
diately to the air base at Sesto Calende, 
where a plane was selected. The plane, 
which was to have been sent to the 
Pola squadron, is a new S-55, the same 
type as the Santa Maria. It will be 
flown to Genoa, where if will be taken 
aboard the Duilio.

Senator Keyes (Republican), New 
Hampshire, chairman of the committee 
on audit and control of the contingent 
fund of the Senate,. held that the com- 
mittee was dead, and that he should 
not approve further expenditures from 
the fund by the committee.

ENVOY|"0 CONVEY 
VIEWS OF COOLIDGE 


Senate Would Get Convention. 
Borah Kept Acquainted 
With All Steps. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

President Coolidge and Secretary of 
State Kellogg are preparing to negotiate 
with Nicaragua a new treaty or conven- 
tion for the construction of a ship 
canal and the announced appointment 
of former Secretary of War Henry L. 
Stimson as the President’s personal 
representative, looms up as a definite 
step toward consummation of the 
project. 

It is expected that Stimson will leave 
New York tomorrow, taking passage on 
a vessel of the United Fruit Co. He 
will be accompanied by his wife and by 
a secretary. The appointment was an- 
nounced after a conference at the 
White House between President Cool- 
idge, Secretary Kellogg, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Olds and Stimson, 

The text of the announcement was as 
follows: 

“The Hon. Henry L. Stimson. of New 
York, former Secretary of War, has con- 
sented to make a trip to Nicaragua as a 
representative of the President, at the 
suggestion of the Secretary of State in 
order to take to our Minister, Mr. Eber- 
hardt, and Admiral Latimer, certain 
views of the administration which can 
not conveniently be taken up by cor- 
respondence and in order to get in- 
formation from them as to the entire 
situation in that country to bring back 
for the use of this government, which 
they can not very well give to us 
through correspondence.” 


Diaz Attempt Failed. 


It is difficult, if not impossible, to 
frame the groundwork of a treaty by 
correspondence unless certain points 
which réquire particular framing are 
discussed and put into mutually- 
agreeable form. The recent. effort 
which President Adolfo Diaz of Nica- 
ragua made to frame a treaty did not 
prove acceptable when it was. made 
public. 

The United States government, on 
the other hand, continues to desire a 
treaty which will safeguard the rights 
of the United States in the new Nica- 
raguan canal and the actual building 
of this canal in the near future is a 
matter in which this government main- 
tains great interest. The Bryan-Cha- 
morro treaty of 1916 gives the United 
States in a general way the right to 
construct this canal but statts that 
details will be arranged later. It is 
becoming apparent that the time for 
arranging these details is close at hand. 
Prior to the actual construction of 
the Panama canal, the United States 
entered into a convention with Pana- 
ma, dealing with the independence of 
Panama, the Canal Zone, authority in 
canal zone and other matters, some 
vitally important and some referring 
to minor questions of detail. 


Article Protects Panama. 


Article I provided as follows: 

“The United States guarantees and 
will maintain the independence of the 
republic of Panama.” 

It is assumed here that a similar 
basic provision will grow out of the 
‘convention concerning the Nicaraguan 
canal treaty. 

The new convention or treatv, when 
it is in final form, Will be given to the 
Senate to ratify and the administra- 
tion will make a point of providing the 
Senate with every opportunity to 
gather information. Senator Borah, 
chairman of the Senate foreign rela- 
tions committee, is being kept advised 
now by President Coolidge and Secre- 
tary Kellogg, and Borah’s advise and 
judgment are consistently sought, even 
though they are not always followed, 
It is understood that President Cool- 
idge informed Senator Borah of the 
plan to send Stimson to Nicaragua. And 
Stimson’s visit may well result in in-

REMOVED AS JUDGE. 


BY NEW STATE HEAD 


Sudden Change Due to Long 
Dispute Over Jurist’s Re- 
fusal to Quit. 


Santiago, Chile, April 7 (By A. P.).— 
The political upheaval in Chile grow- 
ing out of a drastic campaign against 
the opposition by Premier Ibanez 
ever since he ass the premier- 
ship two months ago, k a dramatic 
turn today when President Emilio 
FPigueroa-Larrain announced that he 
would absent himself from his post 
for two months. 

At the ‘same time the council of 
ministers signed a decree giving two 
months leave to the president and 
naming Premier Ibanez, who also: holds 
the portfolio of the minister of the 
interior, vice president for the period. 

The president's action, it is under- 
stood, grew out of the strained situa- 
tion which has existed in the govern- 
ment because of the refusal of Dr. 
Jayier Figueroa, the president’s brother, 
to resign as president of the supreme 
court at the demand of Premier Ibanez. 

The premier, acting in his new 
capacity as vice president; called a 
cabinet meeting immediately after the 
decree had been signed at which he 
assumed the function of chief execu- 
tive of the country. His first official 
act was to sign a decree declaring va- 
cant the post of the president of the 
supreme court. 


Outcome of. Conference. 


This morning President Figueroa- 
Larrain held a long conference with 
Premier Ibanez and afterward at a 
cabinet meeting made known his de- 
cision to absent himself from the execu- 
tive chair. 

“Serious personal motives compel me 
to absent myself from my constitu- 
tional duties for a period of two 
menths,” the president’s statement said. 
“During this time the minister of the 
interior, Premier Ibanez, will replace 
me in the presidency with the title of 
vice president of the republic, in ac- 
cordance with article 66 of the po- 
litical constitution of the state.” 

The documertt was signed by the 
president and the foreign: minister, 
Conrado Rios Gallardo. 

In normal times Chile has no vice 
president, but. according to the consti- 
tution, in the event that the president 
resigns, dies or absents himself from 
duty, the minister of the interior, a 
post which includes the premiership, 
assumes the office of vice president 
and acts as president. In case the 
president resigns or dies the constitu- 
tion calls for a presidential election 
after a period of 60 days. 


The -temporary retirement of Presi- 
dent Figueroa-Larrain, from previous 
developments in Chile, has every .indi- 
cation that ‘it is a further step by 
Premier :Ibanez to gather the reins of 
power into his own hands. The premier 
has been conducting a steady campaign 
for the past two months against his 
political opponents and has also de- 
ported a number of communists. 

Dr. Javier Figueroa, the president's 
brother, was named head of the su- 
preme court, and in recent months had 
protested vigorously against the dis- 
missal by Premier Ibanez of a group of 
supreme court justices. At last reports 
Dr. Figueroa was a virtual prisoner in 
his home.

New York, April 7 (By A. P.).—Sign- 
ing of a bill by Gov.

‘The bill provides that after’ convic- 
tion’ of a person connected: with a pro- 
duction of putting an objectionable 
play, scene or part of a play on the 
Stage, the theater may be padlocked 
for a period of one year by the com- 
missioner of licenses. 


Trying to Save a Dog, 
Sales Engineer Killed 


Maplewood, N. J., April 7 (By A. P.) 
Stuart I. Weill, general sales engineer 
of the Western Electric Co., today lost 
his life in an unsuccessful effort to 
save a stray dog. He was killed in try- 
ing to coax the animal from the path of 
an approaching express train. The dog 
was struck by the train and so badly 
hurt that it had to be shot. Weill was 
watting at the station: when he spied 
the dog wandering along the track, and 
giving no heed to the onrushing ex- 
press, Weill leaned over the platform, 
shouting at the dog in an effort to 
scare it from danger, and was struck by 
the train and decapitated.

Cedar Rapids, Iowa, April 7.—Iowa 
editors are going to spend $50,000 to 
tell the East that there is a lot of 
money in this State even though the 
McNary-Haugen farm bill. was vetoed 
by the President. 

Fifteen: editors of the leading daily 
newspapers met here today and voted 
to spend the $50,000 in the next year 
in outside newspapers to tell the man- 
ufacturers that Iowa is one of the 
greatest potential markets in America 
and that it has the cash to lay down 
for all it buys. 

The editors declared that politicians 
had spread propaganda that the State 
was bankrupt, but their advertising 
sheets showed that more money had 
been spent by merchants in advertis- 
ing in the past twelve months than 
during any previous such period.

Sons Are Censured for Riding 
in Cars While Their Elders 
Are Marching. 


Tampa, Fla., April 7 (By A. P.).—Gen. 
J. C. Foster, of Houston, Tex., former'y 
commander of the trans-Mississippi de- 
partment, today was elected com- 
mander-in-chief of the United Confed- 
erate Veterans for 1927. He defeated 
Gen. Edgar D. Taylor, of Richmond, Va., 
commander of the army of northern 
Virginia, in a hectic session of the vet- 
erans that saw State delegations sharply 
divided over candidates. Gen. Foster 
succeeds Gen. M. D. Vance of Little 
Rock. 

Little Rock,.Ark., previously had been 
selected as the site of the 1928 reunion. 

The scene in the closing session of 
the Sons of Confederate Veterans, was 
vastly different. Dr. S. L. Lowry, of 
Tampa, chairman of the general reunion 
committee went. in as commander in 
chief On rolls greased two weeks ago. 

After the reappointment of Gen. 
Harry Rene Lee, of Nashville, Tenn., 
to serve his tenth term as adjutant 
general of the veterans, department 
heads were selected as follows: 

R. A. Miller, of Abilene, Tex., com- 
mander of the trans-Mississippi depart- 
ment succeeding Gen. Foster;. Gen. Tay- 
lor to succeed himself as commander of 
the army of northern Virginia; A. T. 
Goodwin, of Tuscaloosa, Ala., to suc- 
ceed Hal W. Walker, Montgomery. 


Delegations Are Divided. 


The delegations from Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Oklahoma were divided and 
indulged in acrimonious debate on the 
qualifications of the two aspirants to 
the high command. 

Division in the voting followed 
roughly the route of the Mississippi 
river, with the east for the most part 
supporting Gen. Taylor and the west 
practically solid for Gen. Foster. 

Tonight the rear guard of Lee’s le- 
gions, the last affair of business behind 
them, went joyously to do traditional 
homage to the picked fairest of Dixie 
in the crowning social event of the re- 
union, the grand ball of the United 
Confederate Veterans. 

Tomorrow the parade, to which the 
last of the gallants who followed Lee 
and Jackson look forward for twelve 
months, will close the thirty-seventh 
annual recall of the gray-clad army to 
its colors. 

The Sons of Confederate Veterans 
named as department commanders S. 
R. G. Lamkin, of Roanoke, Va., for the 
Department of Northern Virginia; John 
Ashley Jones, of Atlanta, for the Army 
of Tennessee, and Edmond R. Wiles, of 
Little Rock, Ark., for the trans-Mis- 
sissippl department. 

Gen. Lowry will appoint subordinate 
officers later, as will Gen. Foster. 

The Sons of Confederate Veterans led 
in business accomplishments today, 
with a list of resolutions. 

The fighting men of the sixties con- 
fined themselves to resolutions com- 
mending the establishment of a uni- 
versity in Texas as a memorial to the 
women of the Confederacy, and an- 
other censuring the sons for a practice 
of riding in s.utomobiles in the grand 
parade while their elders march bhe- 
hind the colors. 

The sons’ chief proposals were for 
a check by the organization on history 
texts used in Southern schools “to 
combat insidious influences seeking to 
discredit the heroes of. the war be- 
tween the States and to create a dis- 
torted notion of the ideals behind the 
war;”’ financial support for a national 
memorial park at Manassas battlefield; 
the employment of paid organizers in 
a national membership campaign, and 
approbation for the recent action of 
some States in increasing pensions of 
Confederate veterans. 

Mrs. A. McD. Wilson, of Atlanta, 
was made president general of the 
Confederate Southern Memorial asso- 
ciation for life at the closing busi- 
ness session of the organization here 
late today. The same tenure of of- 
fice was extended Miss Mildred Ruther- 
ford, historian general. 


U.S. Funds Lacking 
To Patrol Border 


Buffalo, N. Y., April 7 (By A. P.) 
Patrol and investigation work of the 
United States immigration service along 
the Canadian border in District 5, ex- 
tending from Watertown, N. Y., on the 
north to Toledo, Ohio, on th west, will 
be sharply curtailed for the next three 
months because of lack of funds. 

The curtailment was announced to- 
day by chief William J. Fiynn, in charge 
of district headquarters here, upon re- 
ceipt of word from Washington that 
a strict. policy of economy must be fol- 
lowed.

Authorization Exceeded. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Official reports confirming the viola- 
tion of Russian diplomatic immunity in 
Peking by police and soldifery vied for 
ettention yesterday with disclosure 
here that a fleet of 21 foreign warships 
has mobilized at Hankow, nationalist 
political capital, at a time when de- 
mands for reparations for the Nanking 
outrages are being drafted for presen- 
tation at Hankow. 

Minister MacMurray cabled that the 
Russian embassy raid had followed per- 
mission granted the Chinese authori- 
ties By the senior diplomat of the 
Boxer protocol powers, the Dutch Min- 
ister, for a search of the privately 
owned Dahlbank and the building of 
the Chinese Eastern railway, adjacent 
to the embassy compound for evidences 
of “subsersive soviet agitation.” 

He added that the Chinese had evi- 
dently exceeded this authorization to 
search private Russian-owned and oc- 
cupied property and invaded the bar- 
racks in the old Russian legation com- 
pound, occupied by the Russian lega- 
tion guard before the Moscow gov- 
ernment waived its special rights under 
the boxer protocol. 


Diplomat’s Protest Expected. 


State Department officials said per- 
mission. to search the privately owned 
property in the diplomatic quarter 
constituted no infringement of diplo- 
matic rights, but that the protocol 
diplomats had not and could not au- 
thorize any forcible entry into actual 
legation or embassy structures.

Exodus Proceeds Steadily. 


The exodus of Japanese and foreign- 
ers generally is proceeding steadily. A

It is charged that beginning May 1, 
1927, the companies agreed, in addition 
to continuing division of the United 
States. business, to select a single ex- 
clusive selling agency, with which they 
will agree upon the prices to be 
charged.

MYSTERY UNSOLVED 
AS SHIP IS HELD LOST 


Elkton, With 37 Men, Not 
Heard From Since Flash- 
ing Aid Plea. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Another sea tale of mingled mystery 
and tragedy was written yesterday when 
the Shipping Board erased the name of 
the steamship Elkton from its rolls and 
attached in its stead the words—“Lost 
at Sea.” 

On February 16, the Elkton, of the 
American Pioneer Line, bound from the 
Philippines to Honolulu, flashed out a 
call for help and then vanished, leaving 
the only key to her fate a faint radio 
request—"Come and stand by us.” 

A response by a passing ship and 
seaplanes from the naval station at 
Guam disclosed nothing but an oil- 
covered expanse, bare of bodies or 
wreckage. 

Since then the only clue to the ship 
or its 37 officers and men has been a 
lone life preserver cast up last week 
on the Philippine coast and unverified 
reports that several oars of the vessel’s 
life boats had washed up on the island 
of Homonhon. 
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Conservative-Royalist Group 
Would End Battleships and 
Battle Cruisers. 


SUBMARINES TO GO IF 
BRITISH LIMIT FLEET 


U. S. and Britain Get 500,000 
Tons, France 225,000 and 
Japan 300,000. 


Paris, April 7 (By A. P.).—Abolition 
of battleships and battle cruisers by 
international agreement is in 
a naval disarmament plan introduced 
in the chamber of deputies today. The 
plan is contained in a resolution spon- 
sored by eleven conservative deputies 
and the royalist deputies, Jan le Cour 
Grandmaison and the Marquise de ia 
Ferronnays. It calls on the French 
government to invite all civilized na- 
tions to join in limiting naval arma- 
ments on the basis it suggests. 

The values and functions of the prin- 
cipal categories of naval units are dis- 
cussed at length in the preamble of 
the resolution. The principal conclu- 
sions are as follows: 

1. Battleships and battle cruisers 
should be eliminated by international 
agreement, thus at once saving one of 
the greatest items of naval expendi- 
ture. 

2. Cruisers should be limited to 10,- 
000-ton sizes and 8-inch guns, as pro- 
vided in the Washington agreement. 


Abolish Submarines. 


3. Submarines should be abolished, 
provided that the tonnage of light 
cruisers be limited by percentages giv- 
ing Great Britain no more than twice 
the tonnage of any other European 
power, leaving the United States on 
equality with England, and fixing Ja- 
pan’s ratio to them at 5:3, as fixed in 
the Washington agreement. 

France, however, is to have a Mediter- 
ranean fleet on equality with that of 
Italy, as well as such additional per- 
centage as may be deemed sufficient to 
protect her Atlantic coast and overseas 
colonies. This supplement is estimated 
as being probably one-half the strength 
of the Mediterranean fleet. 

The allotment of naval strength might 
be considered provisionally as follows: 

Great Britain and the United States, 
500,000 tons each; Japan, 300,000 tons; 
France, 225,000; Italy, 150,000; Spain, 
Holland and the larger Latin-American 
states, 75,000 to 100,000 each; Germany, 
Russia and Turkey, 50,000 each. 


Resentment at U. 8S. 


The document alludes to France hav- 
ing been treated as a “poor relation” at 
the Washington conference. 

“Far from nourishing any desire for 
conquest,” continues the resolution, 
“France has been and is now animated 
by peaceful desires. If instead of hav- 
ing been taken by surprise she had 
been consulted in advance, she would 
have been able to reply to the appeal 
of President Harding—and she could 
still reply today to President Cool- 
idge—by concrete propositions without 
placing her interests in peril and would 
have been able to give full measure of 
satisfaction to the ideas of our asso- 
clates on the other side of the At- 
lantic.” 


League to Be Informed, 


Geneva, Switzerland, April 7 (By A. 
P.).—The preliminary commission for 
a disarmament conference today agreed 
to put a clause in the draft treaty ob- 
ligating the powers to communicate to 
the League of Nations statements as to 
the amount they propose to expend on 
land, naval and aerial armaments for 
each current financial year so that 
public opinion may be fully informed. 

The American spokesman, Hugh Gib- 
s0n, announced that the United States 
was unable to accept the idea of Um- 
itation of armaments by budgetary lim- 
itation. He recommended inclusion in 
the treaty of provisions for complete 
publicity regarding armament expendi- 
tures, believing this would adequately 
meet the situation.

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NICARAGUA CANAL NEGOTIATIONS. 


Although the former Secretary of War, 
‘Henry L. Stimson, goes to Nicaragua ostensi- 
bly as the President’s representative to deal 
with the situation arising from the revo— 
‘lutionary disturbances, it will be generally as- 
jsumed that Mr. Stimson’s real errand is the 
‘negotiation of a treaty providing for the con- 
istruction of the Nicaraguan canal. There is 
‘nothing in the conflict between the Diaz gov- 
,ernment and the Sacasa-Mexican revolt that 
‘requires the presence of Mr. Stimson at 
;Managua. The “revolution” directed from 
\Mexico has virtually collapsed, following re- 
peated defeats and the inability of the Calles 
government to advance further funds to Sacasa 
or to get supplies to him through the barrier 
‘get up by Admiral Latimer. 

/ The treaty with Nicaragua for the construc- 
ition of the canal will probably follow the -gen- 
eral lines of the Hay-Bunau Varilla treaty be- 
tween the United States and Panama. This 
treaty provides for the transfer of the canal 
zone in perpetuity, grants the use of waters, 
‘harbors and islands, regulates the fiscal rela- 
‘tions of the two governments, &c. The first 
‘article provides that the United States shall 
uarantee and maintain the independence of 
‘the Republic of Panama. The experience of 
‘the late war has warned the two governments 
‘that an additional compact should be made, 
providing that Panama shall become a bellig- 
erent on the side of the United States when- 
ever this country shall be at war. The reason 
ifor this additional agreement, which is now 
‘pending, is that if Panama should remain neu- 
tral an enemy of the United States could enter 
‘the ports of Panama and obtain fuel and sup- 
‘plies, and might use the territory of Panama 
‘as a base from which to operate against the 
canal. 

' president Coolidge doubtless is convinced 
‘that if the Nicaragua canal is to be ready 
‘tor world commerce before the Panama canal 
is taxed beyond its capacity no further time 
ishould be lost. Every one remembers the 
‘years of controversy and negotiation that pre- 
ceded the beginning of construction at 
‘Panama; and ten years elapsed from the day 
ithe United States actually took possession 
until the first ship passed through the canal. 
Presumably the Nicaragua canal could be con- 
tructed in less than ten years, because part 
of the route lies through Lake Nicaragua, and 
he route is not as mountainous as the 
anama route, Nevertheless, if the Nicaragua 
canal should be opened to traffic ten years 
‘thence the enterprise will have been remarkably 
free from time-consuming obstacles. 

' The opposition to President ‘Coolidge’s 
‘policy in Nicaragua is opposition to the new 
‘Nicaragua canal. Presumably this opposition 
will disappear’: as soon as the Sacasa revolu- 
tion collapses and the plans of the adminis- 
tration for the building of the new canal be- 
come known. Certainly no considerable part 
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i of the American people will place obstacles in 


the way of the President in seeking to pro- 
| wide for the further security of this nation and 
for the promotion of its commerce. It will 
ibe perceived that the guarantee of the inde- 
mendence of Nicaragua, made necessary for the 
ptability of the canal, will forever put an end 
to revolution and will enhance the welfare of 
the people of that and neighboring republics. 
The Nicaragua canal, when completed, will 
be a potent agency of national defense as well 
‘Rs an aid to world commerce. The distance 
'from New York to San Francisco via the 
| Nicaragua canal route is several hundred miles-| 
less than through the Panama canal. A sec- 
ond canal would minimize the danger of

of the islands if the people were cast adrift, it 
is evident that the United States would be 
guilty of 3 breach of faith if it should abandon 
the Filipinos. They are utterly unfitted for 
the task of maintaining a stable and capable 
government. It would be a miracle if they 
were anything else. 

Nevertheless, the progress made by the 
Filipinos is most encouraging. They are mov- 
ing in the right direction. Their progress 
seems slow to them, but a comparison of their 
condition in 1898 with what it is today should 
give them confidence as well as patience. If 
anything in the future is a certainty, it is 
that the United States will help the Filipinos 
toward independence, and grant it to them 
whenever they are capable of maintaining it. 
Their chief impediment is their own politicians, 
as beggarly a lot of rascals as ever cursed a 
country. These rogues play upon the feelings 
of thetr fellows and stir up the premature and 
foolish demand for immediate independence. 
What the politicians desire is the opportunity 
to exploit their own people, by misuse of gov- 
ernment machinery. The pitiful state of the 
Mexican people under government exploiters 
is an example of what would occur in the 
Philippines if the United States were to with- 
draw. 

Fortunately for the Filipinos, the United 
States will discharge its duty toward them, in 
spite of the clamor in the islands and the 
criticism, of those Americans who are always 
eager to impeach the good faith and honor 
of their own government. 


LONG-DISTANCE VISION. 


Demonstration has been made by officials 
of the American Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
of a practical system of television—a method 
of transmitting synchronously a voice and a 
picture of the person speaking. The device 
was developed in the Bell telephone labora- 
tories, and while still short of perfection is 
sufficiently well developed to have made pos- 
sible an impressive demonstration, during 
which Washingtonians spoke into an ordinary 
telephone transmitter placed before the tele- 
vision device, and their voices were reproduced 
in New York, accompanied by their likenesses. 

The new process presages a new era in com- 
munication. Its adaptation to radio has 
been experimentally demonstrated and sooner 
or later the world will have what has 
been anticipated for so long—actual wireless 
moving pictures. World series baseball games 
may be flashed on screens throughout the 
country, faithfully transcribed play by play, 
accompanied by all the sights and sounds of a 
championship event... Opera and dramatic 
events may be carried into the home. A hun- 
dred million people may witness the inaugura- 
tion ceremonies of 1929, hearing every word 
spoken, seeing with their own eyes every event 
which transpires. News reels need no longer 
record past events, for the cameraman may 
place a box at the scene of action, and audi- 
ences everywhere -will be able to see and hear 
history in the making. 

Fifty-one years ago Alexander Graham Bell 
gave the telephone to the world. It seems 
hardly possible that in so short a time his crude 
instruments could have been developed into 
the television device. One can only wonder 
what the next half century may bring forth. 


MAYOR THOMPSON. 


The election of William Hale Thompson to 
be mayor of Chicago was a foregone conclu- 
sion after the Hale and Deneen forces effected 
a combination. The city is Republican by a 
large majority and Thompson’s unique cam- 
‘aign methods and his wide-open program 
made him very popular, notwithstanding the 
widespread criticisms of his former administra- 
tion of the city’s affairs. Now Thompson 
makes this announcement: 

I’m going to drive out all the gangsters 
to New York, to Cleveland, to St. Louis 
and elsewhere. In 90 days the crooks will 
be practically driven out of Chicago. The 
police will be put back on police duties, 
instead of sniffing around for home-brew 
and fanning mattresses for pints. 

Thompson has undertaken a man-sized job 
in trying to rid Chicago of its gangsters. The 
rivalry of gangs engaged in the liquor traffic 
has developed strongly entrenched combina- 
tions that are difficult to dislodge. They are 
well equipped with money and evidently there 
is no lack of criminals ready to do the bidding 
of the gang leaders. It is not altogether the 
lack of police effort that has made Chicago the 
world crime capital. But the whole country 
will applaud Mayor Thompson in his forthcom- 
ing campaign. 

The control of the city of Chicago by the 
Deneen-Thompson combine renders it improb- 
able that Gov. Lowden can obtain the support 
of the Illinois delegation in the next national 
convention. With his own State opposing him, 
his candidacy will be under a heavy handicap, 
even granting that the corn belt States unite 


in his support. 
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PITCHING HAY. 


Teaching American farmers how to make 
hay might be looked upon as equivalent to 
“teaching your grandmother to suck eggs,” 
were it not for the fact that the Department 
of Agriculture has completed investigations 
which clearly indicate that the haymakers still 
have something to learn. 

The department finds that “some of the 
types and sizes of mowers used by hay grbwers 
in certain sections are better adapted to con- 
ditions in other sections than those now in 
use there.”” In support of this the bulletin 
gives many interesting illustrations. For in- 
stance, it was found that in Idaho a crew of 
fourteen men will stack from 80 to 90 tons 
of alfalfa daily with a certain type of outfit, 
eae in Colorado qa seven-man crew with a.

AN OLD PLAN REVIVED. 


In the North American Review of October, 
1821, James Trecothic Austin, attorney general 
of Massachusetts, wrote as follows: . 


We shall not in future hear of any con- 
vict being sentenced a fourth time. Out of 
the whole number 1,471, that have been 
sent to the State prison in Charlestown, 
133 were for a second time, 17 a ttird 
time and 8 a fourth time. A law was 
passed two years since providing that 
when any criminal sent to the prison was 
found to have been there before, the, at- 
torney general should proceed against 
him by information, and he should be 
sentenced for a further term not exceed- 
ing seven years, because of his second 
conviction; and if a criminal should come 
there for the third time he should be pro- 
ceeded against in a similar manner, and 
should be sentenced to confinement for 
life. Seven convicts are now -there for 
life under this new law. In this way all 
those who axe incurable will be taken 
from preying on the public, and, having 
previously learned some trade in the 
prison, can be advantageously employed. 


Apparently the habitual criminal was as 
much a problem a hundred-odd years ago as 
he is today. New York State even now is 
experimenting with its so-called Baumes laws, 
designed to penalize the repeated offender on 
exactly the same plan as was adopted by 
Massachusetts in 1821. Other States are 
watching the*experiment closely, and there is 
a decided tendency to copy the Baumes laws 
elsewhere. This, tos, follows the advice of the 
long dead attorney general of Massachusetts. 
who, commenting on the habitual-offender law, 
added, “It would probably be good policy for 
the other States to adopt this recent regula- 
tion.”’ 


TWENTY-FIVE HUNDRED NEW JOBS. 

From the announcement by the civil service 
commission, in which plans are outlined for 
filling some 2,500 places in the new. prohibi- 
tion bureau, it appears that special efforts are 
to be made to prevent the inadvertent selection 
of gangsters, murderers and other criminals 
for the jobs. This desirable end is to be at- 


tained by requiring each of the applicants for 
a job to imprint his finger marks upon his 
application. These fingerprints are to be used 
to “‘check the accuracy of the applicant’s state- 
ment as to arrest, indictment or conviction for 
crime or misdemeanor.” ⁊ 

Examinations will be held in 600 different 
cities and towns throughout the country, and 
it is expected that not less than 25,000 persons 
will apply for the privilege of taking the tests. 
The positions to be filled include one chief of 
fieid division at $6,000 a year, 5 zone super- 
visors at $5,200, 24 administrators at $4,000 
to $6,000, with 24 assistants in enforcement 
work at $3,300 to $5,200 each, and a like num- 
ber in “‘permissive work” at equal salaries; 50 
deputies at $3,000 to $4,600, besides field of- 
fice inspectors, associate inspectors at salaries 
ranging from $3,000 to $3,900 a year each, 
senior and junior investigators to the number 
of 180, who will draw anywhere from $3,900 
down to $2,400 each, followed by a small army 
of agents, junior agents, warehousemen and 
watchmen. The list winds up with 74 at- 
torneys at $1,860 to $5,200 a year. 

The civil service commission says that be- 
cause of the painstaking care with which the 
examinations are to be made “the testing of 
applicants for the 2,500 newly classified posi- 
tions under the bureau of prohibition is one of 
the largest single tasks ever undertaken by 
the commission.”’ 


LOCAL TAXES, 


The Washington Chamber of Commerce at 
a recent meeting went on record in no uncer- 
tain terms against what was characterized as 
“tax excesses.’’ Following presentation of the 


matter of an increase in the gasoline tax, dis- 
cussion swung around to the proposed 20 per 
cent boost in the valuation of improved prop- 
erty. Both measures were emphatically de- 
nounced, and finally by unanimous action the 
president was directed to form a committee 
to consider the whole taxation problem and to 
recommend early and active measures calling 
for a concerted protest to both District officials 
and Congress. 

Formation of such a committee is to be most 
generously commended. It is generally ad- 
mitted that residents of the District pay an 
extraordinarily high tax as compared with that 
paid by other communities throughout the 
United States. Yet the District must have 
funds with which to carry on its varied activ-' 
ities, and the streets must be kept in good 
condition. Adequate furfls for either ap- 
parently have not been available. Streets 
~are in bad condition despite the fact that the 
present 2-cent gas tax brought in not much 
less than $1,000,000 last year, all of which 
was expended for highways. At least several 
District departments are handicapped ‘by lack 
of funds even now, and the general tendency, 
with an increase in population, will be toward 
extended activity. Additional funds may be 
raised by the increased valuation and by the 
increased gasoline tax. The wisdonr of these 
steps, however, is a matter for serious study.

Yet one man’s neglect to 
be so vaccinated did cause precisely 
these results in an epidemic in Montreal, 
in a population of only 185,000, as re- 
corded by Sir William Osler.

caused a prolonged epidemic that killed 
or mutilated thousands and halted the 
commerce of the city for ten months 
The color of his skin masked the char- 
acter of the eruption s0 that the dis- 
ease was not at first recognized. The 
direct and indirect losses and expenses 
are incalculable. |

Mr. Work’s Pointer 
_On Auction Bridge 


HE pointer for today is: 
With Queen-x in Dummy and 
Ace-Ten-x in Closed Hand, play 
small from Dummy. ' 


The idea of playing Queen from 
Queen-x in Dummy on a small card led 
against No Trump, is so firmly planted 
in the minds of that they fail to 
appreciate that in some cases—and 
notably in the one covered by the 
above pointer—it is inadvisable to do 
so. When the Closed Hand has Ace- 
Ten-x, the play of the small card from 
Dummy insures the making of two 
tricks in the sult; with the Queen 
played, only one trick may be made. 
If the Queen be played and it be 
covered by the King, the Closed Hand 
probably will take with the Ace, and 


‘have left the guarded Ten. That Ten 


will take a trick if the next lead of 
that suit be made from the adverse 
hand on the left; but if it be made 
from the adverse hand on the right, 
the Ten probably will be captured. By 
playing small, two tricks must be made 
regardless of the location of the ad- 
verse King and Jack. If both be in 
the hand of the leader, the Ten will 
take the first trick and fhe Ace a sub- 
sequent trick. If both be in the Third 
Hand, the Ace will take the first trick 
and the Ten the third trick. If the 
lead be from the King, the Third Hand 
having the Jack, the Ace will take the 


first trick and the Ten the third trick; 
and if the lead be from the Jack, the 
Third Hand having the King (as in 
the hand given yesterday), two tricks 
are assured for Declarer. 

Yesterday's illustrative hand was as

Moses set the example of having ten 
commandments. The various laws of 
Moses kave been the bond which has 
held together the Jewish people for 
several thousand years. With few ex- 
ceptions, they have had greater vitality, 
individually and collectively, than the 
peoples among whom they have lived. 
That they had this superior vitality is 
due, in great if not in greatest part, to 
the fact that they had the Mosaic law 
end that they have usually obeyed it. 

Among the Mosaic laws were many 
that had to do witk group action. There 
were laws of group sanitation and group 
hygiene. There were many others that 
related to individual hygiene and sani- 
tation. Never in human history has 
there been so much so-called sump- 
tuary law as is found in the books of 
Moses. There are people who talk about 
so-called sumptuary laws with derision, 
as though they were newly discovered, 
Moses did not discover so-called sump- 
tuary legislation, but he developed the 
theme and used it extensively. 

When, however, Moses came to select 
ten themes for his commandments he 
left aside all sanitation and hygiene 
except mental hygiene, and to that he 
devoted the last of the commandments. 

The Moses commandments were 
largely negative in character, “Thou 
Shalt not” being the form used. . 

Dr. Bagby, of Georgia, uses the posi- 
tive form, more popular just now with 
pedagogues and psychologists—“Thou 
shalt” being his technique.

For the Rosenblums played like school 
boys in the last half as the Celtics 
started pulling away from them. 

The Rosenblums started off as on 
Wednesday night with a whirlwind 
offensive which put them ahead by six 
points midway the first period. But 
then the Celtics again began familiar 
old rally and walked off the floor at in- 
termission on the front end of a 13-11 
score.

He eluded Nat Hickey 
in the second period for three field 
goals in quick succession, pulled 
difficult twist shots while travel- 
ing at full spsed, under the basket.

Two solemn young lawyers, both still 
in their twenties, were getting ready 
yesterday for a desperate attempt to 
‘save the life of their client—a client 
old enough to be fi\eir father. 


If the lawyers— erick Flynn and 
Lindsay Carne, of A )xandria—fail in 
that attempt, Louls Fy reig, 44 years 
old, must go to the electric chair in 
‘Richmond, Va., on July 7. 

If they succeed, those who followed 
Boersig’s trial will believe that a legal 
miracle has been wrought. 


Execution Postponed. 


Boersig was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to death Wednesday afternoon, 
after a two-day trial in the ancient 
courthouse at Fairfax, Va. He was ac- 
cused of killing the two small daugh- 
ters of Mr. and Mrs. George Ridgeway 
in the Ridgeway home on Telegraph 
road, outside of Alexandria, the after- 
noon of March 4. 

Attorney Flynn announced after the 
trial that he would note an appeal to 
the Virginia Supreme Court of Ap- 
peals in Richmond, and, in order to give 
him time for this, Judge Howard Smith 
moved the date of Boersig’s execution 
from May 7 to June 7. 


Problem for Wife. 


Flynn, who was graduated from the 
National Law school here two years 
ago, said yesterday that it would take 
him two or three days to prepare his 
appeal. Although the conviction of 
Boersig seemed inevitable, Flynn never 
gave up hope at the Fairfax trial that 
he might save him. 

“In his appeal, Flynn will] stress the 
fact that he was not given time to call 
all the witnesses for the defense. 

Mrs. Louis Boersig, wife of the con- 
demned man, was puzzling yesterday 
how she will be able to support herself 
and her four children if Boersig is taken 
from her. Though she admitted that 
he was brutal,; even maniacal, when 
he was drunk, she insisted that he was 
the “best man in the world” when he 
Was sober. 


Man Must Appear 
In Threat to Wife 


Mrs. Hattie L. Sewell, 151 Rhode 
Island avenue northwest, who says her 
husband, Samuel F. Sewell, 1720 Thir- 
teenth street northwest, threatened to 
-kill her with a pistol and by that act 
“christen that electric chair,” secured 
a rule against him yesterday in equity 
court requiring him to appear April 
22 to show cause why he should not 
be restrained from carrying out the 
alleged threat. 

Mrs, Sewell, through Attorneys Shef- 
ferman and Aronson sued for a limited 
divorce. She says that as a result of 
her husband’s cruel treatment she has 
lost 40 pounds in weight and suffers 
from high blood presure. The Sewells 
were married December 14, 1915. 


Beauty Parlor Suit 
Demurrer Is Upheld 


A demurrer to a $25,000 damage sult 
filed in circuit court by Elizabeth A. 
Reed, a minor, 1820 Clydesdale place 
northwest, against Helen G. Tyson, 
proprietress of a beauty parlor at 1304 
F street northwest, for alleged personal 
injuries, was sustained yesterday by 
Chief Justice McCoy in circuit court. 

The plaintiff charged that her hair 
and scalp had been burned on Novem- 
ber 20, 1926, while her hair was at- 
tached to a permanent wave machine. 
Attorney James A. Davis, counsel for 
the defendant, based his demurrer prin- 
cipally on the contention that the 
plaintiff’s declaration did not contain 
an allegation of negligence.

BREWEA'S BRIBERY GAot 
WILL 60 TO JURY TODAY 


D. J. Shields Charged With 
Paying U. S. Employe for 
Data on Beverages. 


PAID $6,000, WOMAN SAYS 


The bribery case, in which Daniel J. 
Shields, millionaire brewer of Johns- 
town, Pa., is a defendant, will go to 
the jury today in criminal court No. 
1 without the defendant himself hav- 
ing taken the stand. 

This case involves, according to the 
indictment, the sum of $2,100 which 
Shields is alleged to have paid to Miss 


Della M. Hayes, now Mrs. Della M. 
Evans, a stenographer in the prohibi- 
tion enforcement unit for information 
and reports concerning brewery inves- 
tigations, from April, 1923, to April, 
1924. Mrs. Evans testified that she re- 
ceived altogether about $6,000 from 
Shields. 

The principal witness for Shields was 
Samuel A. King, an attorney of Salt 
Lake City, Utah, brother of Senator 
William H. King of that State, who 
came to Washington in April, 1926, and 
secured from Mrs. Evans, the principal 
witness for the government, an affi- 
davit in which she repudiated all of 
her testimony against Shields, which 
she gave in and out of court. Mr. 
King represented Shields in various 
matters and he appeared here after 
Mrs. Evans had sent an Easter postcard 
to Shields on which she begged for- 
giveness for having testified against 
him, according to Mr. King’s testimony. 


dence and was read to the jurors. In 
it Mrs. Evans complains of being trap- 
ped by a “Mr. Jones of New York” who 
paid her $500 for information concern- 
ing a Pennsylvania brewery. The $500 
had hardly changed hands, the affi- 
davit stated, when agents George Gold- 
ing and John Cox appeared and ar- 
rested Mrs. Evans and the mysterious 
“Mr. Jones.” The affidavit states that 
Mrs. Evans was intimidated into giving 
information against Shields and that 
she afterwards testified against him to 
avoid being prosecuted herself. This 
affidavit and the testimony of Mr. 
King constituted the bulk of the evi- 
dence introduced on behalf of Shields. 


MORE DELAY ASKED

C. & P. Counsel Wants Rate

Until May. 


Another plea for delay in public hear- 
ings looking toward a new reduction in 
telephone rates was made yesterday by 
counsel for the Chesapeake & Potomac

The commission will meet to- 
morrow to pass on the request.

NATION-WIDE CAMPAIGN 
FOR RECRUITS BEGUA 


Ratings Will Be Based Espe- 
cially on Oral and Per- 
sonal Tests. 


Fingerprints will be made of all ap- 
licants who obtain elegible ratings in 
the United States civil service commis 
sion’s country-wide campaign, openin« 
yesterday, to recrult eligibles for 2,501) 
positions in the new bureau of prohi- 
bition, civil service. 

Fingerprints will be used to check the 
accuracy Of applicants’ statements as 
to arrest, indictment or conviction of! 
crime or misdemeanor, the commissio?: 
feeling that any person worthy of ap- 
pointment to the bureau will not ob- 
ject to searching .investigation of his 
past life. 


Positions to Be Competed For. 


Open competition will be held for 
the fellowing positions: One chief of 
field division, $6,000 a year; 5 prohibi- 
tion zone supervisors, $5,200 a year; 24 
prohibition administrators, $4,000 to 
$6,000; 24 assistarat prohibition admin- 
istrators (enforcement work), $3,300 to 
$5.200; 24 assistant prohibition admin- 
istrators (permissive work), $3,300 to 
$5,200; 50 deputy prohibition adminis- 
trators, $3,000 to $4,600; 2 field office 
inspectors, $3,800 to $3,900; 4 associate 
field office inspectors, $3,000 to $3,600; 
18 senior prohibition investigators, 
$3,800; 109 prohibition investigators, 
$3,000; 53 junior prohibition investi- 
gators, $2,400; 228 prohibition agents, 
$2,400; 1,260 junior prohibition agents,

Written Mental Examinations. 


Those for investigators below senior 
grade, for agents of all grades and for 
warehouse watchmen, will require as- 
semblage of competitors in examina- 
tion rooms for written. mental tests, 
these being given in approximately 600 
cities. The others do not include 
written mental tests in rooms. 

All..will include ratings on training 
and experience, searching oral tests and 
rigid character investigations being 
made by the commission with assist- 
ance of other government agencies. In 
order to give oral tests it will be nec- 
essary for the commission to send in- 
vestigators to interview applicants in 
every part of the country. 

Character investigations will be made 
with painstaking care and, because of 
the foregoing features, testing of ap- 
plicants is one of the largest -single 
tasks ever undertaken by the commis- 
sion. Those already in prohibition 
must compete with others taking the 
tests.
